associated with the voicemail server, 

wherein the release message includes a GR-1129 message 
comprising a remote operations (RO) parameter, and 

wherein the remote operations (RO) parameter includes the 
revert number. 

Because Buckley states the switch processor transmits a 
disconnect message to the voice mail service system (see lines 
35-45 of column 22) , Buckley teaches away from sending a release 
message from the voicemail server to a service switching point .
